A Different HHS 


When the doors opened on Erie Street life, expectations and 
education were different. Decades later, we are still Highland. 


High school years are a very memorable time in a 
person's life. As the years go by, many of us will 
remember exactly how things were: the 
classrooms, the teachers, the activities, the fun, and 
so much more. Later to find out that things will 
never be the same as we experienced it. 
Renovations, updating, and new products will have 
an impact on how it will look in the future 
compared to what our view was. 

In the beginning and through the 90's, the school 
was different than it is now. The building has been 
reconfigured with updates that took place in the 
late 60's and again in the 90's. Chalk boards were 
on the walls in every classroom and chalk was the 
only means of writing on them. Overhead 
projectors were used to display information on 
white pull-down screens so the whole class could 
see the information at one time. Textbooks, 
notebooks, paper, and pencils were the tools used 
for doing schoolwork. Most people did not own 
computers since they were heavy and expensive 
Internet slowly took the place of dictionaries and 
encyclopedias. Google did not exist. There were no 
cell phones. The school enrollment is more than 
half of what it was in 1974. It is almost difficult to 
imagine some of the changes that have transpired 
over time to get us to where we are now. 

Many changes have taken place since the very 
beginning of Highland High School. 

It has been just over 60 years since our beloved 
school became a reality, and much has changed 
since that very first day. In 25 or even 50 years, 
will you be able to remember what it looked like?

For four to five hours Carter stood outside with his 
family and other residents while they helplessly 
watched their home burn. 


“Several churches from here in town invited us to 
gather clothing, food and kitchen supplies. 
Teachers at school offered school supplies for 
when | returned to school. While | am thankful for 
people stepping in to help me and my family, it is 
hard to drive past and see the aftermath,” Carter 
continued. 


With more than a quarter left in his senior year, 
Carter plans to use all that people have offered him 
to build another life. 


It is Carter's wish to help people out when things 
are needed.

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The Trojan Tribune, the online student 
publication at HHS, was created in 2014 to 
provide a voice for the student body. Its motto is 
“for students, by students” and it provides 
readers with current news and information, just 
as traditional student print newspapers have in 
the past. 

It offers students a voice through editorials by 
showcasing students’ opinions on relevant 
issues. What remains of the utmost importance, 
in each and every story, is to provide readers 
with fair and balanced coverage of what is 
happening and impacting our students. 

Today's content on The Trojan Tribune can be 
read from anywhere electronically with one 
simple link at thetrojantribune.com. 

Our staff's voices now reach further than the 
walls of Highland High School. Faculty, alumni, 
parents, and community members can see what 
is going on from the students’ perspective. 

It hasn't always been this convenient. The 
original school newspaper, The Link, was 
renamed to The Trojanal, and remained in print 
until 2003. Both print publications focused on 
reporting school sports, news and events. The 
cost of printing, the increasing emphasis on 
recycling and the environment, and the turnover 
of advisors led to its demise. Past advisors 
included English and journalism teachers Jeffrey 
Foss, Lisa Stahle, and Tracy McKinney. 

It wasn't until 2014 that students and 
journalism teacher and current advisor Molly 
Arroyo approached administration about 
reinstating the school publication as an online 
news platform. It took hard work and 
perseverance to gain administrative approval, 
funding for a domain name and host site, staff 
training, a designated lab, and the necessary 
cameras and computer equipment to develop a 
student news website. Alas, The Trojan Tribune 
was born. 

Instead of following in the print publications’ 
footsteps, the school news publication found its 
home online, using a basic, free WordPress 
account. Going from print to online brought an 
influx of students, staff, alumni, and community 
readers, many of whom now follow the 
publication through social media apps like 
Instagram, Twitter, and Facebook. 

Today our student readers have a plethora of 
news at their fingertips and the publication is 
using the Student News Online platform to

create new content daily for The Trojan Tribune. 
Readers now demand more than just school 
news after it happens. And although school 
events are still an important part of our news 
coverage, we have expanded to include 
community, nation and world issues 

Not only does the Student Media class 
contribute to the content of our publication, but 
the Journalism One prerequisite class, 
implemented in 2017, is taking strides in getting 
their work published online for the first time this 
year. 

In the six years that The Trojan Tribune has been 
online, our staff goal has been to continually 
improve and adapt to meet the needs of our 
readers by increasing coverage of political, 
social and environmental content and school 
news that directly impacts our diverse and tech- 
savvy student body and faculty. We face the 
challenge of competing for readers’ attention 
online, but our focus remains the same: 
providing a unique commodity by covering news 
that only students can cover in real time and 
Capturing unique perspectives from those inside 
the walls of Highland High School. 

Thanks to technology, the news publication now 
reaches a larger audience than ever before. 
Having The Trojan Tribune app installed on all 
school-issued iPads makes access to news 
easier and more convenient for everyone. The 
ability to include color videos and photo 
carousels makes visuals and audio clips an 
integral part of every news package students 
create. 

Electronic news gives our staff a platform to 
spread breaking news as it happens and provide 
updates with in the moment photos and videos. 
It means increasingly demanding deadlines for 
students who must now submit at least one 
story package each week under tight deadlines. 
Story packages are now sent electronically via 
student iPads for student editors to proofread 
and post, making news immediate rather than 
readers waiting a week or more to find out old 
news after it happened. 

Stories over the past six years, such as a 
student-led school walkout, canceling school 
after a frozen water pipe burst in the main office, 
sports, fine arts events and more, can now be 
covered as they are happening, making for more 
informed readers.

Starting in 2009 during their 5th grade elementary school 
career, the class of 2019 had been first to begin the new 
experiences and set the example for future classes.

In addition to 
the changes that had an effect starting with the class of 
2019, other school-wide changes were also made that 
affected the outcome of the school year.
